Still Unlicensed 


With only 2.700 dog licenses is- 


sued since the "first of the year in 
Adams county, George A. Raffens- 
perger, Straban township, field agent 
for the bureau of animal industry, in 
Adams, Cumberland and Franklin 
counties, today advised dog owners 
to secure 1932 tags for their dogs. 


During February, Mr. Raffensperg- 


er made 35 prosecutions in. the three 
counties for violations of the dog 
laws, and additional arrests are in 
prospect with at^ least 1,300 un- 
licensed dogs in Gettysburg and 
Adams county. Last year 4,000 dog 
licenses were issued in the county.

tillery and- the cracks of the rifles 
have set up a terrific din along the 
entire front. A' spokesman for the 
Japanese admitted early in the day 
that their casualties have been 
heavy.

Crystal Gazer Reveals "Murder" 


Of Lancaster Miser for His Gold 


Lancaster, March 1—Hex doctors, 


crystal gazers and weird tales were 
jumbled in a seemingly hopeless 
tangle today as city police and the 
district attorney's office labored to 
determine whether they have a 
murder mystery on their hands or 
they are victims of a hoax. 


The trouble started when Con- 


stable George Peflly notified Dis- 
trict Attorney Paul A. Mueller that 
John Sherry. 50, of Grofftown. .al- 
leged crystal-gazer, had called upon 
him and reported he had found a 
body buried in jack-knife position 
while searching for buried gold in a 
haunted house near Intercourse. 


Sherry said he could not lead offi- 


cers to the house because it was a 
neighborhood strange to him. He 
said he had been taken to the house 
to break a "spell." Constable Pcf- 
fley and State Trooper Roth search- 
ed for hours but uncovered only 
weird stories of hex doctoring in 
eastern Lancaster county. 


Monday evening the constable re- 


newed his search under the direc- 
tion of District Attorney- Muller and 


reported that he found the cellar 
where the digging occurred, but no 
corpse and no gold. 


Sherry is detained at police head- 


quarters while the investigation 
continues. 
In his story to police 


Sherry said a man residing near In- 
tercourse came to him and told him 
that each night at 
midnight his 


family was awakened by wailing 
and the rattling of chains. 


"I gazed into my crystal and saw 


a miser praying over his gold." 
Sherry said. "Then I went to his 
home and spent several nights in 
the cellar, but nothing happened 
until last Thursday when I discov- 
ered the floor covered with snakes. 


"I then used my superpower to 


banish the reptiles and called the 
man of the house who summoned 
neighbors to dig for the treasure. 


"After digging down a foot and a 


half we struck a box, broke the seal, 
opened the lid and there was a

BIRDS IN AREA 


Taking issue with members of the 


Marsh Creek hunting club* who said- 
at the annual meeting last Friday 
that the 1931 open season in Adams 
county practically wiped out all-but 
a few deer, Leo E. Bushman, Bal- 
timore street, Adams county game 
protector, said there are still plenty 
of deer in the South mountains. 


"I won't deny that the open hunt- 


ing season last fall thinned out 
herds of deer considerably,"- Mr. 
Bushman said today, "but-that only • 
occurred in certain sections-of the 
mountains. In the Pine Grove sec- 
tion, where there was very little 
hunting last fall, deer are styi 
plentiful and if given a chance will 
propagate rapidly." 


Deer Plentiful 


Mr. Bushman said he has'seen 


many- deer tracks in the South 
mountains 
during 
the 
winter, 


whereas members of the 
Marsh 


Creek camp said they had found 
tracks of only scattered deer! "This 
has been an open winter," Mr.*' 
Bushman said, "and it is difficult to 
get close to deer without the anr- 
mals hearing your footsteps." 


The game protector said he has- 


not been informed of any effort to 
re-stock the South'Mountains with 
deer this year. Re-stocking in cer- 
tain sections of the state has not 
been very successful, he said, be- 
cause' many of the deer die before 
they can be shipped from one place 
to another. 


Mr. Bushman 
has spent much • 


time during the winter rerstocMng 
small game and birds in the county. 
He said he had just finished putting' 
out 23 male pheasants which the 
state purchased from Eugene Le- 
rew, of York Springs. Last August.' 
he liberated 215 ring-neck pheas- 
ants. 


During the winter, the game pro- 


tector distributed 715 rabbits to 
farms not posted against hunting, 
and eight raccoons sent here from 
Illinois. A number of quail will be 
distributed later in the spring. 


Mr. Bushman now has applica- 


tion blanks for ring-neck pheasant 
eggs which the state will send free 
to farmers who will see that the 
eggs are hatched and the pheasants 
reared until such time that they 
can care for themselves. After the 
pheasants are able to look after 
themselves 'they 
on farms where 
mitted.

Taking issue with members of the 
Marsh Creek hunting club who said 
at the annual meeting last Friday 
that the 1931 open season In Adam* 
county practically wiped out all but. 
a few deer. Leo E, Bushman, Bal­ 
timore street, Adams county game 
protector, said there are still plenty 
of deer in the South mountains 
“I won’t deny that the open hunt­ 
ing season last fall thinned out 
herds of deer considerably,” Mr. 
Bushman said today, “but that only 
occurred in certain sections of the 
mountains. In the Pine Grove sec­ 
tion, where there was very little 
hunting last fall, deer are still 
plentiful and if given a chance will 
propagate rapidly.” 
Deer Plentiful 
Mr Bushman said he has seen 
many deer tracks in the South 
mountains 
during 
the 
winter, 
whereas members 
of 
the 
Marsh 
Creek camp said they had found 
tracks of only scattered deer. "This^ 
has been 
an 
open 
winter,” Mr 
Bushman said, “and it is difficult to 
get close to deer without the ani­ 
mals hearing your footsteps.” 
Tile game protector said he has 
not R en Informed of any effort to 
re-stock the South Mountains with 
deer this year. Re-stocking in cer­ 
tain sections of the state has not 
been very successful, he said, be­ 
cause many of the deer die before 
they can be .shipped from one place 
to another.

Mr. Bushman now has applica­ 
tion blanks for ring-neck pheasant 
eggs which the state will send free 
to farmers who will see that the 
eggs are hatched and the pheasants 
reared until such time that they 
can care for themselves.

Washington, Mar. 1 (AP).—A plug- 


ging of loopholes in the 
federal 


bankruptcy and criminal laws, cou- 
pled with a strengthened enforce- 
ment of prohibition m the capital, 
was advocated to congress Monday' 
by President Hoover in a special 
message.

He is Philip 'Johnson, known for 


his critical writings and advocacy of 
the so-called "international style" of 
building—the ultra, .ultra modern 
style. Johnson, a Cleveland product, 
is not an architect but a student. 


Johnson organized the exhibition 


of modern architecture now on view 
at the Museum of Modern Art. and 
which is being routed for two years 
of road showing. Most of the coun- 
try hasn't the faintest idea of what 
the international style is"all about, 
says Johnson. 


He invited only three individuals j 


and two firms in this country to 
;ubmit models and drawings, along 
with four Europeans who are called 
the founders of the style. 


Architectural Aims 


Mr. Johnson doesn't expect first 


impressions 
to be favorable, but 


points out that the style has found 
much 
popularity in Europe. In 


Germany, he says, 'they don't build 
any other way now." 


Ornamentation, m the popular 


sense of the word, is taboo. *We see 
an expanse of glass and unadorned, 
light colored walls that look bleak to 
us. One of then- structures in Mos- 
cow looks just like another in Berlin, 
for the international style knows no 
boundaries. 


"Of course, when you arc accus- 


tomed to the style, you can appre- 
ciate how individuality^ achieved," 
Mr. Johnson consoles! "People5" who 
don't like cats say all cats are alike, 
but those who do like them know 
better." 


The internationalists assert, how- 


ever, that their style is an accept- 
a'nce of the machine age and mass 
production
